to appoint them to the coveted position iu 
case District Attorney Swnrlley should re- 
sif-n to lake a place in the United .States Dis- 
tnct AtroTlieygTrnpia. ~ATTer tlie news was 
published these bright reporters suddenly 
awakened to the fact that the Governor bus 
nothing to do with the matter, but that such 
an appointment would bo made by Judge 
Yerkes. The disooveiy of this fact put a 
sudden slop to the graphic accounts of how 
the candidates were moving Ueaveu and earth 
lo win the Governor's approval. •• 


At the coming Republican County Conven- , 


lion, which will take pluce on September 3, 
candidates will be nominated for several im- 
portant county offices in addition to the As- 
sembly nominations. The county offices to 
be filled are District Attorney, P-otliono- 
taiiy, Director of the Poor and Jury Commis- 
sioner. John J. King, of New Britain, is a 
candidate for Prothonotary, aud is already 
making a canvass of the county. No other 
candidate has been announced for this office 
The out-going Director of the Poor is Wil- 
liam Baum, of Bedaiinstar, who has been a 
most efficient man for the place. 
While Mr. 


Baum is not actively interested in securing 
another term he is willing to accept, it aud 
will be a candidate if agreeable to his friends. 
It is getting to be ihe custom to send able 
Directors back for a second term. The term 
of Joseph S. Ely will expire as Jury Com- 
missioner, but no candidates have appeared. 
The nomination belongs iu the upper district 
this year. 


There is a vast amount oJ latent heat at 


present ston>J under the collars of stalwart 
Republicans in this district. This is occa- 
sioned by well authenticated rumors that the 
Bucks county triumvirate has surrendeted 
to the Flynn-Martin Wanamaker party of re- 
form 


This remarkable reform movement has 


never had much to recommend it except its 
novelty. 
It has been from the begmning 


plentifully supplied with the sinews of war. 
The western leader, it is alleged, became rich 
out of municipal contracts, while the eastern 
leader became wealthy apparently through 
ihe mysterious workings of Philadelphia pol- 
itics, for he has had no visible means of sup- 
port within the.memory of this generation. 
Number three has un axe to grind and nat- 
urally, it is alleged, furnishes the greiise by 
vfhioh all friction is overcome in the turning 
of this great political reform wheel. 


Now as to the little Bucks county wheel 


controlled by the little iriuniviraie. At the 
last Stale convention it rolled steadily in the 
stalwart Kepublicau machine. For several 
weeks thereafter it moved smoothly. Then 
one of the triumvirate slyly stuck a spoke 
in it. 


The rank and file of the Republican party 


have turned their laces toward the triumvi- 
rate and inquired the cause, for some time 
there was no response. Then it began to be 
whispered about that what the wheel needed 
was grease and plenty of it. It is alleged 
Jhnt the boss dispenser of thatcomodity in 
ihe reform party has agreed to supply that 
much-needed article and that the wheel will 
be soon revolving meirily in the Flyun- 
Marlin-Wanamaker reform machine. But 
to speak seriously in this matter, the leaders 
of Ihe Republican party in Bucks cannot af- 
ford to pursue this course of trimming and 
flopping if I hey wish to have the respect of 
the party at large aud retain their influence 
at home. 


The shaping up of events will verify the 


statements hitherto made iu this column that 
the fight for Ihe Senatorship was merely a 
pretext for establishing a new organization 
under the guise ot reform by which Ihe 
wealthy men back at the movement hope to 
push themselves into power. There are still 
Republicans Bucks county -who prefer the 
leadership of men like Quay to that of Mes- 
srs. Flynn and Martin. 
There are hosts of 


Republicans who do uot as Bepuolicans feel 
bound to support men fur the legislature 
who, 
when they have been elected, disre- 


gard all party ties, and disrupt the orgarii- 
lation iu the hope of selfishly profiling from 
the wreck. 
All this bodes no good to the 


legislative and county ticket next fall. The 
proposed scheme to dislodge one of the 
present members and renominale the other 
two is illogical aud absurd. 
The dissatis- 


faction thus created will far exceed that 


hich would result if au entirely new legis- 


lative ticket were placed in Ihe field.

A JOINT BESOMJ'I'ION 


Proposing an amendment to the Constitution of 
tbe Commonwealth. 


Section 1. Be it resolved by tho Senate and 
House of Representatives of the Commonwealth 
in General Assembly met, That the following ta 
proposed as amendments to the Constitution of 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania. In accord- 
ance with the provisions ot Ike eighteenth arti- 
cle thereof. 
Amendment One to Article Eight, Section One. 


Add at the end of the first paragraph of eatd 
section, after the words "shall ne entitled to vote 
at all elections," the words "subject, however, 
to such laws requiring and regulating the regis- 
tration of electors a* the General Assembly may 
enact," so that the said section shall read aa foi* 
"leetloBl. Qualifications of Electors. Every 
male citizen twenty-one yeers of ago, nosswsliig 
the following nuallfloatlons, shall bo entitled to 
vote at all elections, subject, however. U) sucn 
laws requiring and regulating the registration 
of electors as the Oenoral Assembly may enact. 
He shall have been a citizen of tho united 
States at least one month 
He shall have resided In the Stare one year (or 
if, having pieviouslv been it quail tied elector or 
native born citizen ol the State, he shall have 
removed therefrom and returned, within six 
months, immedlatelv preceding the election). 
He sh ill have reslaed IB the election district 
where he shall otter to vote at least two mouths 
Immediately preceding the election. 
It twenty-two years ol ige and upwards, no 
shall have paid within two years a State or 
county tat, which shall have been assessed at 
least two months and paid at least one month 
before the eleotltn.

WONDERS OP A BIG FIRE TRUCK. 


Bcorei of Appliances on the Modern, 


Up lo Date MilcKlne. 


The umilei-n flre truck, besides carrying 


lonKPr ladders and a greater variety of 
them thun the old time fire truck, has n 
far moil- elaborate equipment of contriv- 
ances of one sort uucl another for use in 
getting at und fighting lire. Improvements 
are constantly milking in all these appli- 
ances, and new things are being added all 
the time. 
On one of the Chicago trucks there are 


12 ladders, the longest of them an exten- 
sion ladder that can be raised 00 feet. 
Thin ladder is of the kind that is raised 
on the truck, to which MB foot is secured. 
By means of cranks nnd the mechanical 
appliances attached to it, eight men, four 
of them standing on the truck aud four 
on the ground, caii raise this ladder, ex- 
tended nnd in position for use, in 30 sec- 
onds. Besides the DO foot extension there 
Is carried on this tiuck a 50 foot exten- 
sion, which is taken oft the truck when 
used nnd raised from the ground. There 
Is also a 15 foot extension ladder, called 
a Junior extension, which Is used when 
there is occasion to carry a ladder inside 
of a building where the stairways might 
be narrow and where It would be Impos- 
sible to carry a IS foot ladder with solid 
side pieces. Folded, a man can carry this 
ladder on his shoulder almost anywhere. 


Besides the three extension ladders de- 


scribed, there are on this truck two 35 
foot ladders, one 25 foot, one 20 foot and 
one 10 foot ladder, and four 16 foot scal- 
ing ladders of the kind with which fire- 
men climb the front of a building, these 
having each a single shaft of wootf, with 
handles running through it to hold on by, 
and with a long bcaklike hook at one end

There are cairied on the truck 
four scaling belts to be used with the 
scaling ladders, 


There are carried on this truck four 


axes, ten crowbars and two picks, ham- 
mer headed on one side and pick pointed 
on the other, which are used for picking 
holes through walls to get into an ad- 
joining building. There are two tin cut- 
ters, long handled implements for cut- 
ting holes in the tin roofa and ripping 
up the tin. There are two window break- 
ers, iron balls attached to a length of 
cord. 
A man on the roof throws this 


iron ball over the edge to break the win- 
dows with which it comes in contact on 
Its backward swing 'and so let out the 
smoke and ventilate the building. Un- 
der the ladders away down at the rear 
end of the tiuck is a horse reel upon which 
there is one length of hose, which, by 
means of reduction couplings, can be 
coupled on to fire hose of any size. There 
are also a lot of nozzles, one o( which is 
called the distributer. 
This has an at- 


tachment thnt whirls rapidly under pres- 
sure of water passiug through it. 
The 


distributor is used in cellar fires. A hole 
is cut in the floor, and the distributer Is 
thrust through.

Another curious sort of pipe carried is 


the cellar pipe. 
This Is a rather long 


pipe with two bends In it. 
The cellar 


pipe is suspended from a holder standing 
on the ground, thus making it possible 
to swing the pipe and point in different 
directions. 
The bends in the pipe en- 


able the throwing of water to points that 
could not he reached with a straight pipe. 


There are two fire extinguishers with 


which to put out small tires or to keep, 
if the truck should get there first, a fire 
in check until an engine arrives. There 
is a portable fire escape, one end of 
which can be attached to a window sill 
by means of which a fireman can lowci 
anybody from a building or a person 
could lower himself.
